PLANJIGRESSES 


The State Department Gets 


Partial Replies From the 


Powers, 


THE DETAILS PERPLEXING 


(^United States Will Refuse to 


Become Guarantor for 


Venezuela, 
. 


Washington, Dec. 19.—Secretary 


Hay has received parTIal responses 
from the governments of Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and Italy, respecting 
the proposal to arbitrate the Venez- 
uelan difficulties. 
Great Britain is 


favorable to arbitration with proper 
safeguards; Germany accepts arbi- 
tration in principle, but finds a mul- 
titude of small adjustments to be 
made before entering into the agree- 
ment; Italy, as the junior partner of 
the allies, declares that she is fav- 
orable to arbitration, but will 
be 


bound probably by the action of the 
senior partners. 


To secure th_se results tne Ameri- 


can embassies at London, Berlin and 
Borne have been working energetic- 
ally to carry out the instructions of 
Secretary Hay to ascertain how the 
proposal will be received. 
As 
far 


as England is concerned, the safe- 
guards referred to are believed to re- 
late to the 
question of guarantee, 


which is full of difficulties. 


In this connection, as indicated in 


these dispatches yesterday, 
some 


consideration is again being given 
to the feasibility of the assumption 
of responsibility for any award as- 
sessed against Venezuela by respon- 
sible private agencies, but the Unit- 
ed States government is determined 
not to allow itself to be drawn, into 
the position of a guarantor in this 
case, for the precedent once estab- 
lished might require the United 
States to become the financial backer 
of all South and 
Central America. 


However, if private concerns can be 
induced to enter the field the United 
States government will do •wTiat It 
can to reduce their risks. 
Secretary 


Hay, Sir Michael Herbert, tho Brit- 
ish ambassador, and Senator Depew 
were in conference today and it is 
suspected that this phase of the case 
was touched upon, although no con- 
firmation can be had at this time. 


THE GERMAN POSITION. 


The German position presents the 


greatest difficulties, for not only does 
it involve a demand for apologies, 
which are extremely repungant to 
Venezuela, but also presents so many 
points requiring adjustment that it 
is evident that many days or per- 
haps weeks must elapse before 
the 


adjustment can be affected and 
tho 


case prepared for arbitration. And 
the danger of delay in the face of a 
blockade, which seriously cripples 
neutral commerce and invites hostile 
collisions with the 
Venezeulans, 


cannot be over estimated. 
The ef- 


forts of the United States, therefore, 
must be directed toward hastening 
Germany's action on the arbitration 
proposal. 
The Italian ambassador 


here, in his 
intercourse with the 


state department, has been extreme- 
ly moderate and considerate, giving 
Secretary Hay the impression that 
he is well disposed to second any ef- 
fort of the United States to termi- 
nate the present 
dangerous situa- 


tion. 


FRANCE'S NEW CLAIMS. 


The French government has served 


notice that without abating her 
claims, the payment for which has 
been arranged, she also claims the 
right to have the claims of the 
French citizens, which have arisen 
since the adjustment above spoken 
of, considered by the joint tribunal 
which will adjust the Venezuelan 
debts, on a basis of equality with 
those of the other nations. This 
contention is strongly resisted 
by 


some of the allied powers and is one 
of the points which is likely to lead 
to tho consumption of much time and 
which must be disposed of before a 
final arrangement can be made to 
arbitrate tho case. 


WILL IGNORE CASTRO. 


sentative of Venezuela are regarded 
In London as open to question. Any 
such action on the part of President 
Castro would be considered wholly 
beside the mark. 
The powers con- 


cerned will deal solely with 
the 


United States in the matter of arbi- 
tration. The government of Presi- 
dent Castro will not be consulted in 
any form, not even as to the terms 
on which arbitration might be ac- 
ceptable to the powers." 


London, Dec. 19.—Great Britain 


has se"t a reply to the United States 
in regard to the suggestion that the 
Venezuelan question should be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. The tenor of 
the reply, it is expected here, will 
tend to bring about some arrange- 
ment for a satisfactory solution, 
while thoroughly safeguarding the 
interests of the powers concerned.

Berlin, Dec. 19.—Germany's an- 


swer to Venezuela's proposition for 
arbitration is ready and will be sent 
to the United States government in a 
day or two. The officials here main- 
tain absolute silence regarding the 
character of the answer. The foreign 
office has no information to the affect 
that President Castro has bestowed 
on Minister Bowen full power to re- 
present Venezuela in the settlement 
of the existing difficulties, but such 
a step toward a solution would be re- 
ceived with pleasure.

rupted. The people are specially en- 
titled to protection in the case of 
paving improvements. 
Many times 


in recent years streets have been 
impassable weeks and even months 
at a stretch because contractors had 
failed to have materials on band or 
had neglected to assure themselves 
amply that labor could be procured. 
No contractor can be blamed for 
difficulties encountered in procuring 
either material or labor, but he 
should be held to account for render- 
ing streets impassable without reas- 
onable assurance that he can prose- 
cute his work speedily.

HAS PLAN TO EMPLOY 


STATED CONVICTS 


State Geologist Would Have 


Them Put at the Making 


of Paving Brick. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 19.—State 


Geologist Blatohley has evolved 
a 


plan, for employing the convict labor 
of tlie state to advantage without in- 
jury to free labor, and several of the 
members of the committee appointed 
by the governor some time ago to 
consider that 
perplexing problem 


called on the geologist yesterday aft- 
ernoon for particulars and details. 


"The demand is for a plan," said 


the geologist, "that will furnish the 
able-bodied 
convicts 
at Michigan 


City with labor, 
the product of 


which will aid in their maintenance 
and at the same time furnish a mini- 
mum competition with the product of 
free labor. 


"Western Indiana has vast unde- 


veloped fields of shale and fire-clay, 
fit for the finest kind of vitrified, 
fire and pressed brick. The increas- 
ing population, the competition of 
farm products for the market, the 
coming of the automobile and free 
rural mail delivery—these have made 
demand for better country roads all 
over the state. Besides, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are spent an- 
nually by state and county authori- 
ties for brick in the construction and 
repair of nubile institutions. 


PURCHASE OP SHALE LAND. 
"I would have the state buy, say, 


a thousand acres of shale land over- 
lying coal. It would cost possibly 
$50,000. I would put n hundred 
convicts under guard on the tract to 
build a few kilns and burn enough 
brick to build now prison buildings. 
In these I would have 
500 of the 


convicts put to work here at brick- 
making in real earne»t. All vitrified 
brick for road making should be sold 
to county commissioners or trustees 
for actual cost, which would be per- 
haps $1.80 a thousand. 
They now- 


cost the public $12 or more, and the 
demand is a long way ahead of the 
supply at that price. 
The country 


roads would cost no more than at 
present if thus made, and would last 
for fifty years with little expense for 
repairing. 
I would also have all 


pressed brick for public buildings 
made 
here sold 
at cost. 
A vast 


amount of money 
would thus be 


saved. 


"The brick from the state yards 


should not be sold except for public 
roads and buildings. In this way 
there would bo little competition 
with free labor, Uie convicts would 
be furnished with plenty of work, 
the roads of the state would be great- 
ly improved and much money saved

Five of the labor employing con- 


cerns of Fort Wayne 
disbursed 


among the citizens today the mag- 
nificent sum of $857,000, about $5 
to every man, woman and child were 
the amount equally divided among 
the people. 
This sum, large as it 


may seem, would have been at least 
$20,000 larger had it not been for 
the strike of the Wabash shopmen 
and suspension of operations in the 
blacksmith, the boiler and the ma- 
chine departments of the shops dur- 
ing the mouth of November. 
The 


firms interested in this grand distri- 
bution and the amount each contrib- 
uted were the Pennsylvania, $167,- 
000; the Nickel Plate, $45,OOO; the 
Fort Wayne Electric company, $19,- 
000, the Grand Rapids and Indiana, 
$18,000, and the Wabash, $8,000. 
These figures cover only the sums 
disbursed to men residing- in this city 
and fall far short of the total dis- 
tributions on the divisions of the 
railways 
mentionad. 
The distri- 


bution on the western division of 
the Pennsylvania, not including the 
vast sum expended in building sec- 
ond tracks and in doing other con- 
tract work, will approximate $215,- 
000. The sum credited to the Nickel 
Plate includes only the enginemcn, 
trainmen and yard men, and does 
not include the agents of the many 
stations and the men employed in the 
maintenance of way department out- 
side of this city. It is the same with 
the Wabash and the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana. With the exception of 
the Fort Wayne Electric company, 
tha above companies pay their em- 
ployes once each month. The electric 
employes are paid twice each month 
and the monthly pay rolls of the firm 
will approximate $40,000. 
An of- 


ficial of the Wabash said that If the 
present "high pressure" work sched- 
ule at the Bliopc was 
maintained 


through the month. December's pay 
roll would rcnch $35,000. 
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ThU week there were fifteen names
